Objections; 

The Examiner has objected to claims 1, 10, i 1, 17 and 18 because of various 
informaUties in these claims. The Applicam has cancelled claim 1 rendering the 
objections as to claim 1 moot The Applicant has amended claims 10, 11,17 and 18 in 
order to correct the objection as to these claims. 

Rejections under 35 USC 112. 

The examiner has rejected claims 3-5, 9-10 and 13-18 under 35 U.S.C. 112 as 
being indefmite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim that which the 
Applicant regards as the invention. The Applicant has amended claims 9, 10, 17 and 18 
in such a manner as to overcome these rejection by providing proper antecedent basis 
for all of the eleitients in the claims.

The 
applicant has amended claims 3-5, 9-10 and 13-18 to depend from allowable claim 11.
